Cotton 
is somewhat disappointing due 
to late planting and adverse 
growing conditions early in the 
season. This crop, however, 
showed much improvement 
during the second half of July, 
particularly in North Alabama. 
Small grain crops were harvest 
ed earlier with good yields rea- 
lized. Late planted crops such 
as soybeans and sorghums are 
making good growth. Harvest 
of a large peach crop is well 
advanced and a near record- 
large crop of pecans is indicat. 
ed. 

A few dry spots were develop. 
ing over the State in late July 
and early August. Timely show 
ers have replenished moisture 
Supplies in most areas and 
srowing conditions are cur- 
rently favirable. 

Corn 

Production of corn for srain 
is forecast at 45,280,000 bushels. 
This is above last month's fore. 
0GO bushels produced in 196. 
Acreage for harvest is well be- 
low last year due to participa- 
tion in the Feed Grain Fro- 
gram, but the prospective yield 
of 32.0 bushels per acre is a re- 
cord high. Showers since Aug- 
ust 1 were timely.

This is about 
double last year's crop and 
compares with the 1950-59 ay- 
erage production of 18,380,000 
pounds, A good set was report- 
ed on most orchids and ample 
moisture has favora¢ develop- 
ment. 

Peaches 

Production of peaches this 
year is estimated at 1,450 bus- 
hels. This is unchanved from 
the July forecast and compares 
with 1,250,000 bushels produced 
last year. Harvest is now about 
complete except for late varie- 
ties. 

Milk and Kegs 

Milk production during Jnily 
totaled an estimated 90 million 
pounds, up a million pounds 
from the revised level for the 
previous month and 3 million 
pounds above production in 
July 1960. Ege production in 
July at 113 million eges pro- 
duced in July, last vear.

We 
have schooi attendance iaws, 
but they are nol enforced in 
this county or elsewhere in Ala_ 
bama.

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THE WORM OF EQUALITY .. . 


It looks like the worm has begun to turn. 

For so long, the American people have been fed a diet 
of the equality of all men that it has gotten to the point 
where otherwise intelligent people will argue that it is pos- 
sible for a genius to come from three generations of imbe- 


ciles, 


It is Just one of the cycles through which mankind 
passes. Any student of history knows that mankind does 
not progress in a straight line but in cycles, And anyone 
with more than a grade school knowledge of history knows 
that always there has been one identifiable part of man- 
kind which has taken the lead. 


First it was the Sumerians, then the Egyptians, and 
rollowing in order were the Israelites, Greeks, Romans, 
ind the English-speaking peoples 

But in recent years the English-speaking peoples, par- 
ticularly in America, have been fed such a diet of equality 
that it was to risk cries of prejudice and bigotry to suggest 
that maybe there is a difference between the people of 
Spain and the people of England. And it has come to be 
considered a stigma even to be called a bigot, whether pro- 
ven or not. 

It indicates a big step in some direction when a great 
college like the University of Chicago will permit publica- 
tion of a treatise by the noted psychologist, Prof, Henry E. 
Garrett, in which he says: ‘“‘the equalitarian dogma is the 
scientific hoax of the century.” In another treatise he le- 
vels his guns on a UNESCO document which advances the 
idea that enviroment, not heredity, accounts for whatever 
lifferences may appear in racial abilities. 


The Public Affairs Press of Washington has publish- 
ed two other books equally enlightening. They are by Na- 
thaniel Weyl and Carleton Putnam. Mr. Putnam in “Race 
und Reason”, has this to say: “It is my considered opinion 
that two generations of Americans have victimized by a 
pseudo-scientific hoax . . .part of an equalitarian propa- 
zanda typical of the left-wing overdraft of our times, and 
that it will not stand an informed judicial test.”’ 


It is always funny, for instance, to hear the false Jogic 
used by propagandists of racial equality when they try to 
explain why the United States is so far ahead of Brazil, 
vet both countries have the same climate and the same na- 
tural resources of coal, iron, waterpower and soil. 


Certainly al! men are equal before God and before the 
law. The English-speaking peoples were the first to recog- 
nize the equality of all men before the law. But to assume 
that a child born an imbecile has the same opportunities as 


a child born a genius is ridiculous.
